More Abled Than Disabled

He’s an avid cyclist with a heart 


This week's column is a 
profile on a Campbellford 
resident, Dr. Henry Beasley. 
who was the guest speaker 
at our last club meeting on 
November 18. 

Dr. Beasley moved to 
Campbellford just this May 
past from Winnipeg, Mani- 
toba where he helda general 
physician's practice. Henow 
works forCESO - Canadian 
Executive Services Overseas 
and spent a month in China 
teaching CPR and -emer- 
gency procedures. - 

There are a number of 
special qualities about him, 
including the fact that heisa 
survivor. Dr. Henry Beasley 
was hunting witha friend in 
1984 when the truck he was 
driving hit the soft shoulder 
of the road and overturned 
six times. The following few 
months were uncertain. He 
was unconscious for seven 
weeks and on a ventilator 
fortwoandahalf weeks. His 
right side was paralyzed and 
he had multiple breaks in his 
bones. 

He states that the reason 
he believes that he did sur- 
vive was due to the fact that 
he was in “‘tip top condi- 
tion.” Dr. Beasley is a cy- 
clist. His trips include one 
that started in Winnipeg and 
went down to Los Angeles!

His rides raised money 
for Habitat for Humanity 
which builds homes for the 
less fortunate. He states that 
a house can be completed in 
just five days. When he is 
cycling around his average 
speed is 25 kph and his pet 
peeve is a headwind.

Smart™ safety tips that could save your 
life (to order, call 613-746-5694) 

The Ice Manual says that no ice over 
water is 100% safe. There are too many 
variables affecting its strength and 
thickness. hour to hour and location to 
location, for anyone to predict accuratels 
and consistently. The best a snowmobiler 
can do is to stay. off until well after 
freeze-up, then stick to marked crossings. 
and move from shore to shore without 
stopping. And since 73% of ice-related 
deaths occur during twilight or darkness. 
it's wise to avoid night crossings 

Too often. snowmobilers use the excuse 
that “no one has gone through here 
before” or “it will never happen to me” 
This thinking assumes that ice is always 
the same every day of each winter - and 
nothing could be further from the truth. 
Nobody can predict what has changed 
since last time: water level? chemical 
composition of the water? = air 
temperature? new currents? heavier snow 
load? poor ice formation? Because ice 
expands’ as it freezes. even a sudden 
overnight cold snap can weaken rather 
than strengthen

This thinking also assumes that your 
number will never come up. but as one 
truck driver, who regularly travels the ice 
bridges in the Northwest Territories, 
commented: “If you travel on ice. 
someday you're going to get wet.” You 
can't take anything for granted with ice, 
so your best bet is to stay off. But that's 
an unrealistic expectation for 
snowmobilers, isn't it? 

So the. Lifesaving Society and the 
Ontario Snowmobile Safety Committee 
have issued a recommended Minimum 
Ice Thickness Card with guidelines for 
travel on new, clear ice under ideal 
conditions. When in doubt. double the 
minimum. The card is being mailed to all 
OFSC members. and is also available 
from the OPP, $.1.0.P. officers and trail 
wardens. Keep it with you and check it 
often 

Meanwhile here are a few self-rescue tips 
from the Ice Manual. Never cross ice 
alone. Upon breaking through. your 
automatic gasping reflex. triggered by the 
cold may cause choking on inhaled water, 
Don't panic. You have only minutes 
before the cold inhibits your muscle 
control and ability to grasp. so use all

your energy to get out fast. Kick 
vigorously into a horizontal position 
heading the direction from which you 
came. At the ice edge, propel your body 
out of the water like a seal. This is where 
ice picks come in handy - many victims 
have been found with broken and bloody 
fingernails from trying to claw onto solid 
ice. 4f 

Once out. stay horizontal and roll away to 
solid ice. Then drain out as much water 
as possible. But the battle against 
hypothermia continues. If warmth and 
shelter are less than 30 minutes away, 
leave. If not, create your own warmth and 
shelter nearby. 

The ice Manual strongly encourages 
wearing a thermal protection buoyant 
snowmobile suit like ice Rider by 
Mustang. These suits not only make 
getting out easier by keeping you afloat, 
they drain water quickly, and provide 
good , thermal protection _—_ against 
hypothermia afterwards. 

Meanwhile. here's my ice-crossing motto: 
“You go first!" Until next time, happy 
trails, and remember: SledSmart: Don't 
Drink and Ride.

In regards to the Novem- 
‘ber 16, 1998 Marmora and 
Lake council agenda.’ in 
particular item 3 - tiered 
null rates. When this sub- 
ject was raised and dis- 
cussed by the Reeve and the 
C AO. Frank, Mills | auto- 
matically high-lighted it on 
mx agenda. | felt it was 
sibly good for the adminis- 
tration of Marmora and 
Lake Township but not nec- 
essarily financially sound 
for the municipal tax pav- 
ers of the village of Deloro. 

The ticred percentage tax 
ratc would be casier to cal- 
culate and also make the 
present accounting system 
simplified for the Marmora 
and Lake Township admin- 
istration in general. And. | 
do support progrcss and ef- 
ficiency. 

But. regardless the job 
for Marmora and Lake 
Township Administration. 
how vill it financially ef- 
fect the present residential 
municipal tax pavers of 
Deloro village? 

Let's get right to the 
point: at the present time 
the residential municipal tax 
payers of Deloro village 
have a 1998 percentage tax 
rate of 0.625567 and Mar- 
mora and Lake Township 
residential percentage rate 
is presently at 0.521306. a 
variance of 0.104261. The 
Deloro village municipal 
tax pavers have basicalh 
two or four types of serv- 
ices/charges/user fees. For 
example, as I have been 
verbally instructed. 44 mu-- 
nicipal tax pavers in Deloro 
pay for water, sewer. street 
lights and garbage pick up 
and 25 tax pavers of Deloro 
pay for street lights and gar- 
bage pick up onls ‘ 

Costs for these services 
are as follows:

1)Water and sewer flat 
rate - $600 per vear 

2) Street lights flat rate 
charge - $10 per vear 

3) Garbage pick up flat 
rate - $45 per vear 

4) 44 municipal tax pav-

5) 25 municipal tax pay- 
ers pay $65 a year 

* Total dollars collected = 
$30.445 a vear 

As long as the present 
Deloro’ village residential 
tax bill does not excced ci- 
ther the $655 or $65 a year 
youre OK but, if vour 
vearly three bills exceed the 
$655 or $65 avearvoucould 
very well be subsidizing 
your neighbour 

The 69 municipal tax 
pavers of Deloro Village 
like the rest of us, have as- 
sorted land/improvement 
assessments and the new 
charge would vary depend- 
ing on their present and fu- 
ture assessments. 

The present Marmora 
and Lake Municipal, _ 
County and Education are 
based on two factors - a 
percentage tax rate 
(0.625567) and a land/im- 
provement assessment. If 
either of the two go up it 
would stand to reason that 
your municipal tax charge 
will also go up. 


If the suggested tiered _ 


percentage municipal tax 
rate is approved, without 
the necessary changes. the 
present 44 tax pavers who 
now pay $655 possible 
could go down/up. But, 
without a doubt the 25 tax 
pavers that presently pav 
$65 will 

I wold highly suggest vou 
talk or write a letter to your 
favourite councillor and ask 
hinvher to weigh the possi- 
ble change in relation to the 
financial aspects of it. As, 
at the present time, the sub- 
ject has been tabled for an 


undisclosed future Mar- 
mora and Lake Township 
council meeting. Due to the 
fact that time is of the es- 
sence I will personally give 
this letter to three of my 
favourite councillors for 
you. 

I originally received the 
above figures from the 


Marmora and Lake admin- 
istration. | requested con- 
firmation from the C._A.O. 
Frank Mills, prior to sub- 
mitting this letter but re- 
ceived no response from 
him.

Dear Editor: 


I'm writing this letter 
hoping you will print this 
and maybe just one hockey 
coach will read this and 
question their own coach- 
ing techniques.

because there is nothing bet- 
ter to do, you hope for a 
hockey coach who is there 
to share in the joy of the 
game and create a happy 
environment for learning 
and playing that game. But 
when a coach can take the 
desire for hockey your son 
had all of his life out of him 
by humiliating him and 
making him feel less than 
the player he is, I have to 
question their coaching 
methods. 

Being a coach | feel is to 
help your child by encour- 
aging him with construc- 
tive criticism not through 
yelling and humiliation. If 
you, as a coach, would stop 


and think, **is this the way | 
would want to be treated?”’ 

Would being yelled at 
and humiliated make you 
want to please your coach. 
or even your boss at work 
and would it encourage you 
to want to be a better player 
or employee? Or would it 
discourage you? 

Honestly ask yourself 
this question and re-evalu- 
ate yourself as a coach. 
After all, you're there for 
them and maybe you have a 
bigger responsibility than 
you realize. Your actions 
influence these kids now 
and can effect them the rest 
of their lives. 

Don't take that responsi- 
bility lightly, please. 

As a parent it 1s. very frus- 
trating to see acoach do this 
to your child knowing the 
love of the game is being 
ripped out of him to the 
point where he wants to quit 
and knowing that ifhe does, 
being at this impressiona- 
ble age, he will probably 
never play or enjoy the game 
helovesso much again. 

Going to the coach and 
discussing this matter I have 
found through personal ex- 
perience usually only re- 
sults in your child being 
humiliated further and 
putting more tension be- 
tween your child and the 
coach. 

So, please, coaches stop 
and think of how impres- 
sionable you are to these 


players and remember that 
the game is being played 
because these kids want to 
have fun and love playing 
it. 

You have the power to 
keep the love of the game 
flourishing these kids and 
to keep them off the streets 
-- but you also have the 
power to destroy it.
